In one instance 600 bush- 
els of peachblows, were dug from one 
acre. The ground was very rich, and the 
closest attention given to cultivation.

FITE KINDRED YEARS. 


How the Ring TraviOvd in the Four 


teenth Ceuliiry. 


THE King and his nobles generally 


made their journeys on horseback, but 
they also possessed carriages. Sothing 
gives a better idea of the rude, oum- 
Brou.3 luxury which was at that time the 
boast of civil life than the structure of 
these heavy machines. 
The best of 


them had four wheels, and three or four 
horses, harnessed in single file; one of 
them was ridden by a postilion armed 
with a whip with a short handle and sev- 
eral thongs. Solid beams rested on the 
axles, and a trucK with a round top like 
a tunnel was placed upon this frame; 
the unsightly effect of the whole can be 
imagined, although there was extreme 
elegance in details. 
The wheels were 


overlaid with ornament, and the spokes, 
as they approached the outer rim, took 
the form of a pointed arch; the wooden 
sides of the carriage were painted and 
gilded, and the inside was hung with 
the beautiful tapestry so common in that 
age. The seats were covered with em- 
broidered cushions, on which it was pos- 
sible to take a half-reclining posture; 
there were pillows in the angles, as if to 
provoke sleep, and square windows, 
hung with silken curtains, pierced the 
sides of the carriages. It was thus that 
noble ladies traveled, their slender forms 
encased in tight dresses which defied 
all the movements of the body. The 
young noble, as closely confined in his 
jupon, regarded his companion with a 
complacent air, and if o£ good breed- 
ing he laid bare his heart to her in 
the long, involved phrases we find in 
the romance literature. The lady, who, 
perhaps, after the coquettish fashion 
denounced in satires of the day, has ex- 
tracted her eyebrows and stray hairs, 
listens with open countenance and a 
smile which gleams like a ray of sun- 
shine. -But meanwhile the axles creak, 
the horses' hoofs grate upon the stones, 
the machine moves on in a series of 
jolts, sticking fast in the ruts or almost 
overturned in crossing a ditch, into 
which it falls back with a heavy thud. 
It is necessary to utter the long speeches 
from "Mort d'Arthur" in a loud voice, 
if they are to be heard. This trifling 
necessity suffices to destroy the charm 
of the finest sentiments; so many shocks 
affect the flower, and when presented 
by the knight, it has lost its rare per- 
fume. 
The possession of such a vehicle 


was aprincely luxury. It was bequeathed 
by will, and was esteemed a valuable 
gift. On September 25,1335, Elizabeth 
de Burgh, Lady Clare, wrote her last 
wishes and left to her eldest daughter, 
" son grant char ovc Ics houces, tapets ct 
guisst/ns," (her great coach, with its 
hangings and cushions). In the twen- 
tieth year of the reign of Richard II., 
Boger Rouland received £-100 for a car- 
riage intended for Queen Isabella, and 
in the sixth year of Edward Ill.'s reign, 
Master la Zouche received £1,000 for 
the chariot of Queen Kleanor. Such 
sums were enormous, since in the four- 
teenth century the average price of an 
ox was 13s. 1 l-4d., of a sheep Is. 5d., 
and of a cow 9s. 5d., while a fowl cost 
a penny. Compare this with the price 
of Queen Eleanor'schariot.—New Quar- 
terly Magazine. 


THE story is told of an American 


waiter at the New York Fifth Avenue 
Hotel who can take charge of five hun- 
dred hats at once and always return the 
right hat to the owner, though most of 
the five hundred owners, and of course 
most of their 
hats, are 
completely 


strange to him. 
This waiter says that 


he " forms a mental picture of the own- 
er's face inside the hat, and that on look- 
ing at any hat the wearer's face is in- 
stantly brought before his mind's eye." 
Here, then—if the account be accurate 
—is another case of a memory indefi- 
nitely strengthened by a power of vis- 
ualising impressions which most men 
never visualise at all. 
This man visua- 


lises hats with faces under them as groat 
chess-players who play without the 
board visualise the pieces set in particu- 
lar squares; only this is a more remark- 
able exercise of the same power, since 
five hundred hats must contain as many 
nearly exact copies of each other, while 
none of the sixty-four squares on a chess- 
board can be confused together at all, 
by any one who can make himself any 
accurate picture of them.—Iiotulon Na- 
ture.

| mended. It is too greasy, and that Mo- 
! saic abomination, the pig, not only ap- 
' pears frequently as piece de resistance, 


j and in sundry clever disguises, but con- 


] tributes an unmistakable flavor to near- 
i ly every dish. It comes in the full 
| pomp of the boar's head or in the more 
| attractive form of thetemlcr "roaster," 
| the praises of whose "crackling" Elia 


has sung. Each restaurant uses several 
wagon loads of hogs daily. The animal 
is boiled, roasted, fried, fricasseed, 
uiineed : it forms the unsavory contents 
of innocent-looking dumplings, and is 
disguised in a dn/.en deceptive entrees. 
Not even the daintiest of sweetmeats can 
remove its contaminating touch from 
the palate. Hence, for the curiosity- 
seeker who has a stomach not under 
perfect control, it is safer to try the 
lunch served at midday, in which few 
moats appear. 
The garcon appears 


with two "teacups and a saucer and a 
kettle of boiling water. In one cup he 
puts a pinch of dry tea, pours the water 
upon it and covers it with the saucer. 
Your tea is then "drawing." Quickly 
ha returns with chop-slicks and the reg- 
ular lunch. The bill comprises thi'ee 
egg-cakes; two 
dumplings, 
with a 


species of Chinese strawberry mark on 
the top; three' scraps of an unknown 
part of the pig; a dish of preserved wa- 
termelon and another of sweetmeats. 
The tea is now steeped, andplacingyour 
forefinger 
on the saucer 
you tilt 


the cup over and allow a thin stream of 
the fragrant beverage to escape into 
your saucer. 
Yon "will win the good 


graces of the waiter if you shake your 
head when ho asks it' you want sugar. 
It never occurs to him that you would 
ruin the cup wi!.h mill;. The tea, made 
of the tender shoots of the plant, tastes 
like unusually tine English breakfast, 
but with a more delicate flavor and 
aroma. By its aid you may eat spar- 
ingly of the dumplings, relish the egg 
cake in spite of the lard in which it is 
fried, enjoy tho watermelon and devour 
the sweetmeats. Of the pork, the odor 
alone is ample; a long-drawn smell 
would bo equal to a surfeit. All these 
dainties are eaten with chop-sticks by 
the Chinese around you, but the use of 
these articles comes with nature, not 
art. 
It is idle to imitate the skill of your 


neighbors; you will drop all the food on 
the table. 
Bettor is it to accept the 


offering of an old-fashioned battered 
knife and fork, which the proprietor 
doubtless gathered in at an auction sale 
of antique household goods. There is 
no limit to. llin amount of tea that you 
may gu/zlc. The attentive waiter will 
fill your cup again and again with hot 
water, and, singular to relate, the tea- 
leaves givi.1 out strength and aroma after 
much soaking. Tho cost of all this re- 
freshment is only twenty cents. 
A reg- 


ular dinner, at which moats, coffee and 
rice brandy are served, costs from forty 
to seventy-live cents, according jo the 
number of courses ;\nd the service.—San 
Francisco Cur. X. Y. Trilninc.

Throughout Germany the same uses are 
common. In Poland the manufacture 
of spirits from tho potato is a most ex- 
tensive trade.

ported into England, and is sent from 
thence to many of her foreign posses- 
sions as tho produce of the grape, and is 
placed on many a table of England as 
the same, while the fair ladies of our 
country perfume themselves with the 
spirit of potato, under the designation 
eau de Golonge. 
Hut there are other 


uses which this esculent is turned to 
abroad. 
After extracting the farina the 


pulp is manufactured into ornamental 
articles, such as picture frames, snuff- 
boxes, and several descriptions of toys, 
and the water that runs from it in the 
process of manufacture- is a most valua- 
ble scourer. 
For perfectly cleansing 


woolens and such like articles, it is the 
housewife's panacea, and if tho washer- 
woman happens to have chilblains she 
becomes cured by tho operation.

I LIVED in Harwich a fortnight. 
In 


raveling toward this place I waa par- 
.icular to pronounce the word as it is 
spelled.

;honght to myself, perhaps I do; per- 
naps we both mean the same name, but 
differ as to the pronunciation.

lad its bellman, who. made all the pub- 
ic announcements. 
He looked as if

an endless succession of capes, and a 
cocked hat. 
When that bell started at 


ten o'clock in the morning, the butcher, 
the baker, the baker's wife and daugh- 
ter, 
the cobbler and all the maid ser- 


vants would temporarily suspend their 
cleaning, scrubbing and dusting and 
lean far out of the windows — those 
upper-story windows projecting so far 
over the sidewalk — to hear the bell- 
inan's discourse. He reaches a corner, 
the bell stops, he delivers hhuself of a 
preliminary "Oyez!" with a jerk; 
then allowing an interval of several 
seconds to elapse, tlie communications 
for the day would roll forth one after 
the other, or rather one into the other, 
thus: Lost—yesterday—between—Har- 
witch— and —Dovercourt—a—lady's— 
gold—bracelet—whoever—will1—return.

Harwich is built on a peninsular. It 


is an old-fashioned sea-port, and despite 
the presence of railroads, steamers and 
telegraphs, persists in remaining old- 
fashioued. The streets are crooked, the 
lanes more crooked;. The houses are of 
all manner of old fashions. 
In the 


churchyard I saw a tablet "to the mem- 
ory of John Bull." ' Examination re- 
vealed the fact that several generations 
of the Bulls were buried here.

that are not open sores, for chafed 
places, for moistening corns or calloused 
feet or toes, and especially for chapped 
face, lips, or hands. 
When, the hands 


are chapped or cracked, or roughened 
by cold, wash them clean with soap, 
and nib them well with this .glycerine 
ointment, wiping it off to prevent soil- 
ing clothing. If this is done at night, 
the hands will be soft and in good con- 
dition in tho morning, except when 
deeply cracked. It is very good: to ap- 
ply to the hands after '.' washing-day." 
This is an excellent preparation to uso 
by those afflicted with the distressing 
trouble known sis'hemorrhoids, oripiles!
